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UTL Project to Catalogue Chinese Ink Rubbings

The University of Toronto Libraries (ULT) has worked with the Royal Ontario Museum (ROM) to conduct an 
inventory of the Chinese ink rubbings collected by Bishop William Charles White in the 1930s and 
catalogue some of them. This is the first time the rubbing collection has been systematically surveyed since it 
arrived in Toronto in the 1930s. The purpose of the project is to provide an opportunity for scholars to under- 
stand the scope and nature of the collection — one of the biggest collections of its kind outside China. It also 
makes it possible for institutions to work together to digitize the collection for scholarly research. The Cheng Yu 
Tung East Asian Library is playing a role in the planning, collaboration and coordination of the project, along 
with our colleagues at the ROM and the GSLA students we have hired to do the project. 


Since the days of the Tang Dynasty (618-907), making ink rubbings has been the common method in China for 
replicating texts and images engraved in stone, bronze and other materials. Ink rubbings represent an 
important form of preservation for documents and images from the early dynasties. In many cases, if the 
original steles, shrines, tomb stones, vessels, etc. have already been destroyed, rubbings are the only items to 
authentically replicate originals. Ink rubbings also serve as a major source for the study of calligraphy in 
traditional Chinese education. Rubbings themselves evolved as an art form in the late imperial period. Highly 
skilled specialists could make vivid 3D bronze vessel replicas and rubbings of sophis- 
ticated calligraphy and art works. F

The majority of the rubbings at the ROM are associated with Bishop W. C. White, 
who is also credited for acquiring substantial quantities of Chinese artifacts from the  UTL Project to Catalogue

Through this survey, we can see that one purpose for this collection was to use 
rubbings as reference and supplementary materials for his artifacts. For example, 
rubbings from the famous Wuliang Shrine, the Xiaotang Shan Shrine in Shandong 
Province, and rubbings from the Forest of Steles in Shannxi Province. Like other 
contemporary collectors, he collected some masterpieces of art and religion in 
rubbings, since the original pieces were not available for purchase. 
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Through the project we found the total number of Chinese ink rubbings in the collection at the ROM is 3162 
pieces. Besides Bishop White’s collection, there is a small number of recently acquired rubbings related to the 
ROM’s exhibitions and research projects (see Klaas Ruitenbeck: Chinese shadows: Stone reliefs, rubbings and 
related works of art from the Han Dynasty in the Royal Ontario Museum, ROM 2002). This is the first time that 
the collection has been inventoried in the last 80 years. In the collection, 602 items have been fully cataloged. 
Photo images have also been created for every catalogued item. The creation of rubbing catalogue records has 
been done by two UofT GSLA students by referencing catalogue records of other major Chinese ink rubbing 
collections in North America. A fully cataloged record contains 26 fields to provide a detailed physical 
description of the item, provenance information and rubbing content analysis. The entry for the rubbing 
Guanxiu hua shi liu ying zhen xiang zan (Lik +7\ REL Rit) is provided below as an example of our cataloguing 
efforts, which provide very good accounts of the nature and value of the rubbings for scholarly research.

According to «(FA F?slH4%) volume 28, the rubbing source is probably titled (A (K di +-AIEH (GH) , indicating that the 
carving was done as a copy of Guanxiu's famous painting of the Sixteen Arhats. The stones are believed to be originally 


located at Hangzhou Shengyin Temple (#2 AIS), which was destroyed in Xianfeng Period. (source: (H F #3/H]) 
volume28, retrieved on October 18 from http://ctext.org/wiki.p]?if=gb&chapter=693229) The red rubbing was created with 


the mineral Cinnabar (2), a common material used in Chinese art and craft. 


Among the ink rubbings, approximately 50% of them belong to categories of stone stele and tomb stones. 
Religious content — Buddhism, Taoism, and Christianity — is predominant on the stele. Eulogies, of course, 
appear as a main theme on tomb stones. Bishop White himself used the rubbing of Da Qing jing jiao liu chan 
Zhongguo bei (KA Bui te, Memorial of the Propagation in China of the Luminous Religion from Daqin) 
as one of the original sources to write his book about the Jewish people in China (see William C. white, 1966: 
Chinese Jews: A compilation of matters relating to the Jews of K’ai-feng Fu, Toronto: University of Toronto 
Press). Scholars on Chinese studies have found that the information preserved in ink rubbings is useful for 
studies in Chinese history, biography, epigraphy, Buddhist and Taoist art, fine arts, and calligraphy. For 


example, the rubbings from the Xiaotangshan (#2111) stone chamber, the Wuliang Shrine (#t22%i)) in Shandong 


Province dating from the Han Period (206 BCE-220 CE), and the Forest of Stele at Xi'an (924k) . Some of 
them have been stored in traditional Chinese style book cases, which are identical with the book cases for the 
Mu Collection, a Chinese rare book collection that Bishop White purchased from China in the 1930s. 


As the next step in this project, the EAL will work closely with our colleagues at the ROM to identify 
opportunities to do digitization projects with cooperative partners in China and Taiwan to allow these valuable 
materials to be widely accessible to researchers. Digitization can also provide better conservation of the 
rubbing collection as well. The largest collections of Chinese rubbings in North America include the collections 
at the Field Museum at Chicago, those at the University of California at Berkeley, at the Harvard-Yenching 
Library, and at the Library of Congress. Harvard has cataloged and digitized its collection of Chinese rubbings in 
the Harvard-Yenching Library and the Fine Arts Library. UC Berkeley has also digitized its rubbing collection and 
created comprehensive cataloguing records for it. In mainland China, Peking University Library, the National 
Library of China and The Shanghai Library have developed their metadata and digitized their Chinese rubbings. 
The Fu Ssu-nien Library of the Institute of History and Philology, Academia Sinica in Taiwan has also digitized its 
rubbing collection. Thus, following on this same path, we are currently working on plans for a possible 
digitization project, in which the EAL will play a vital role. |

The collection provides essential primary sources for 
research on contemporary Chinese history as well as 
the history of Chinese medicine. The East Asian

On 
October 12, 2013, as part of the 2013 Miracle Concert Tour, the singer held a 
concert in Toronto, a portion of the proceeds of which will be donated to the 


UTL (as a pledge indicated above) and other local community organizations. In addition to the pledge, he came 
back to Toronto to hold a benefit performance for the UTL and several other local organizations at the Royal 
Ontario Museum on December 19, 2013, which was well received and a success, with more than 400 specta- 
tors. The proceeds will be donated to the UTL’s Korean Collection, Toronto ALPHA (Association for Learning and 


Preserving History of World War Il in Asia), the City of Toronto, and The Hospital for Sick Children (Sick Kids). 


Since the beginnings of the Korean Collection in the late 1970s, the collection has grown to over 60,000 vol- 
umes, making it the largest in Canada. In the last ten years, the collection has tripled in size. The Korean Collec- 
tion is used by many. It serves approximately 20 faculty who are based across all three campuses of the UofT. It 
also supports dozens of graduate students and over 700 undergraduates. A number of scholars and researchers 
from Western, York, McGill and many other universities — both from within Canada and internationally, also 


frequently access the collection. 


The Toronto City Council awarded him a recognition plaque in thanks for his concert in Toronto and the many 
different donations he made to the city.
